Your Committee respectfully submits the following Report. 
i District No. lL. 


Stephen G. Johnson, Prudential Committee. 

This school was tauoht by John Thorndike, commencing Noy. 
4th, and continued 16 ‘weeks. Whole number. of scholars, £9: 
average attendance 16.15; instances of tardiness 62; dismissals 
30; number of scholars not absent one day,.5. In my last visit 
to his school I found it in good order, with lessons well recited. 
From his record of recitations of seven scholars, I find, of an 
average of 88 4-7. lessons, enly four were imperfect ones. Mr.’ 
Thorndike has labored faithfully for the advancement of the 
ghey and is worthy of his reward. 


District or So. &. 


oJevermiah A. Locke, Prudential Committee. Teachers—Ellen 
Gunnison, summer term ; Edwin Haton, winter term. 

Summer term of 16. weeks ; whole number 60; average at- 
tendance 46.25 ; instances of tardiness 258.5, dismissals 80 ; ‘mo. 
of scholars not absent one day, 6: 

Miss Gunnison sustained good order, and conducted this school 
methodically... Good progress was made. 

Winter term of 138 weeks; whole number 70; average. at- 
tendance 56.28 ; instances of tardiness 184; dismissals 103 no. 
of scholars not absent one day, 10. 

The scholars in this school have been very united in sentiment 
.and effort to improve, and their progress is’quite satisfactory to 
their teacher. There are a few scholars i in the other districts as 
good as in this, but, as a school, this is in edvance of any other 
in town.

| Miss Leavitt is a teacher of experience, and maintained good 
order ; but the progress has been slow. Whether it is wholly in 
consequence of a lack of interest on the part of the parents, or 
of other causes, I am not prepared to state.

Sewell B. Walton, Prudential Committee. Teachers—Lydia 
A. Garland, summer term ; Edward B. Hewes, winter term. 

Summer term of 15 weeks; whole number 88 ; average at- 
tendance 60 ; instances of tardiness 149 ; dismissals 131; no. of 
scholars not absent one day 5. 

Miss Garland is an experienced teacher, and; possessed: good 
qualifications. At the commencement she very judiciously ar- 
/ ranged the.classes, and brought the school to excellent order, 
which was so different from that in the school session previous to 
‘this, they thought it severity—as I suppose. There were some 
complaints made by parents to her,—she then relaxed in her 
rules, and thereby Jost in a measure the government thereof.. The 
result was less progress. 

Winter term of 15 weeks ; whole number 77 ; average attend- 
ance 45; instances of ta rdiness 687 ; dismissals 539 « no. of 
scholars not absent one day, 1 

In my final visit to this school I found it in comfortable order, 
and there was evidence of some progress; but there seemed to 
be very little vivacity or vigor in the exercises. Mr. Hewes’ 
literary qualifications were ‘sufficient to teach this school, but 
through inexperience he failed in management. 

I would suggest here, that it is not only. unwise in an inexper- 
ienced teacher to undertake one of our large schools, but it is 
_- yery injudicious for a Prudential Committee to engage such an one.

Noyes, first term ; Joseph M. Eaton, second and third terms. 

First term of 13 weeks ; whole number 9T ; average’ attend- 
ance 58.76; instances of tardiness 189 ; dismissals 199 : no. of 

scholars not absent one day, 8 

Mr. Noyes is an efficient teacher, ‘and, Tam informed, gave 
general satisfaction. » 

Second term of 6.2 weeks ; whole number 53 ; average attend- 
ance 35.6; instances of tar diness 189 ; dismissals 123; no. of 
scholars not absent one day, 2 .Third term of 11.2 weeks: whole 
number .80 ; average. attendance 57.1; instances of tardiness 
292 ; dismissals 355 ; “no. of scholars not absent oné day, 10. 

This teacher labored hard to improve his pupils and succeeded

in many instances, but was a little too lax in government. A 
teacher may give better satisfaction at the time by being easy, 
‘but in the future it is an injury to the school. 

The following are the numbers that have attended to writing 
and arithmetic the past Winter terms respectively :—

In order to secure a more uniformity in text books, your Com- 
mittee takes this opportunity to specify, of such that have come 
to his knowledge, those that are best adapted to common-school 
instruction, viz :—Town and Holbrook’s Series of Readers, and 
Speller by the same author ; Emerson’s and Colburn’s Mental, 
and Greenleaf’s Common School and National Arithmetics ; 
Cornell’s Series of Geography ; Smith’s, and Weld and Quack- 
enbos’ Grammars. Smith’s Grammar is an old work, but in the 
humble opinion of your Committee, young children can acquire 
more permanent knowledge of the language from it in three 
months than they can from Wells’ in one year. 

Having been requested by the Selectmen to make this Report 
as brief as possible, I will call the attention of Parents to one 
subject only ; that is, the importance of having your children 
learned the alphabet before sending them to school. One of the 
districts has at least twenty children four years of age and up- 
wards that have not learned the alphabet. Our schools ought to 
be characterized by the double term—Primary and Grammar— 
not infant schools. .If all parents were sensible how far the 
interest manifested to their children in learning them the alpha- 
bet simply would extend, I verily believe no parent would fail to 
doit. I believe that that much of interest alone would visibly 
lead them through their primary lessons, and inherently be with . 
them to the end of their existence. | 

Let this become a fixed rule, that children shall know all the 
letters before entering school ; then your schools through the 
efforts of suitable teachers can be raised to an elevation that will 
demand your special care.
